Sept.  23  —  The  weather  has 
started  to  be  chilly  here.  There 
wasn’t  frost  last  night,  but  we  all 
thoughtthere  would  be. 

The  Busck  family  has  a  house 
which  is  fairly  big,  but  I  share  a 
room  with  Lena,  who  is  17  and  in 
the  grade  below  me.  There  is  a 
brother,  Anders,  who  is  14  and  likes 
to  collect  stamps  and  coins. 
Mamma  Busck  doesn’t  have  a  job 
outside  of  home.  Almost  all  the 
food  is  homemade  and  lots  from 
the  garden.  Yesterday  evening 
Pappa  Busck  went  out  to  harvest 
the  cabbages  and  cauliflower, 
since  he  thought  there  would  be  a 


frost.  Lena  and  Mamma  make 
almost  all  their  own  clothes.  The 
whole  family  is  very  nice  and 
friendly.

Pappa  likes  to  go  out  hunting, 
and  there  are  two  dogs,  Lata  and 
Knorr,  which  are  hunting  dogs  but 
are  very  much  pets,  too. 

Stjarnsund  is  a  half  hour  drive 
from  Hedemora,  the  town  in  which 
we  go  to  school.  We  go  by  bus,  not 
a  school  bus.  AFS  pays  for  the 
ticket  to  and  from  school.  In  the 
morning  it  takes  almost  an  hour 
and  a  half  to  go  to  school,  since  the 
bus  takes  such  a  round  about  route. 
It  is  country  here,  really  beautiful 
fields  and  lakes,  a  little  bit  rolling, 
and  the  trees  are  starting  to  turn.

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Excerpts  from  Tinka’s  Letters 
Elk  For  The  Table 

Pappa  brought  home  half  an  elk  last  night.  He  and 
some  friends  had  gone  out  hunting  and  gotten  a  calf. 
In  the  beginning  of  the  week  he  brought  home  the 
heart,  liver  and  head,  skinned. 

The  heart  mamma  cooked,  and  we  will  have  it  sliced 
on  smorgasa.  She  soaks  the  liver  in  milk  before  cook¬ 
ing  it  to  make  it  taste  milder.  The  head  gets  cooked  up 
in  a  big  kettle  with  vegetables,  after  the  eyes  and  brain 
are  removed.  Then  she  takes  the  meat  from  the  bones 
and  grinds  it  up  to  make  a  meat  sauce,  which  she 
mixes  with  barley,  and  we  have  for  dinner.  The  broth 
she  saves  as  a  soup  base. 

One  day  when  I  got  home  from  school,  the  head  of 
the  calf  was  sitting  there,  skinned,  on  the  kitchen 
counter.  I  don’t  know  where  the  tongue  was.  Pappa 
took  a  big  hack  saw  and  sawed  it  into  pieces.  The  eyes 
wiggled  and  blood  drooled  out  around  the  edges  of  the 
saw.  I  made  myself  watch  the  whole  time,  sort  of  as  a 
test.  After  all,  it’s  just  biology.  Pappa  offered  me  an 
eye  to  dissect,  but  I  declined.  He  threw  out  the  eyes 
and  brain.  I  thought  that  brains  were  supposed  to  be 
a  delicacy,  but  I’m  just  as  glad  they  got  thrown  away. 
The  dogs  got  the  bones. 

Last  night,  Pappa  brought  home  the  meat.  It  had 
been  hanging  in  someone's  barn.  He  brought  home 
the  meat  in  a  tub,  and  then  the  legs  wrapped  in  paper. 
He  and  Anders  hauled  it  upstairs  and  spread  the  meat 
out  on  a  sheet  of  plastic  on  the  floor  in  the  attic,  un¬ 


der  the  clothes  hanging  there  in  storage,  where  it  is 
cold.  Mamma  said  that  we  would  put  it  in  the  barn, 
except  that  there  are  mice  there. 

This  morning  I  helped  Mamma  wrap  the  meat  to  put 
in  the  freezer.  There  was  a  fillet  weighing  2.6  kg  and 
then  18  kg  of  proper  steaks.  She  cut  the  meat  up  and 
put  it  in  plastic  bags,  and  I  did  them  up  with  elastic 
bands,  wrapped  them  in  paper,  and  labeled  them. 
It’s  not  all  done  yet.  Pappa  figured  there  to  be  around 
80  kg  of  meat.  The  rest  of  the  meat  will  be  even  more 
work  since  it's  tougher  and  will  need  to  be  ground  or 
chopped  up  for  stew  meat.

In  the  afternoon,  I  finally  got  to  go  horseback  riding.

The  stable  only  has  four  horses  and  one 
pony.  We  rode  for  an  hour  in  a  big  ring  and  could  trot 
and  canter  around.  It  was  funny.  The  horses  only 
spoke  Swedish. 

A  Walk  on  the  Beach 

At  about  10  P.M.,  14  of  us  took  bicycles  and  rode  to 
the  sea,  five  kilometers.  We  went  up  to  the  rocks  and 
some  people  started  a  fire.  Sam  Westrich  and  I  went 
for  a  walk  to  the  beach.  First  we  climbed  down  a  really 
steep  part  of  the  hill.  We  found  a  red  frog,  red  like 
other  frogs  are  green,  which  we  caught  and  then  let 
go.  We  walked  out  along  the  shore  at  the  point  and 
tried  to  walk  on  stones  out  to  a  big  rock.  I  wish  we 
could  have  gone  swimming  out  to  an  island,  just  solid 
rock,  but  the  water  was  cold,  so  that  it  made  my  ankles 
ache  to  walk  in  it.  The  water  is  barely  salty  at  all,  be¬ 
cause  of  all  the  fresh  rivers  that  empty  into  it.  There 
wasn’t  any  seaweed  that  we  could  see,  but  a  little  slip¬ 
periness  on  the  wet  rocks  that  must  have  been  algae.
